Care of Your Children 



By ANGELO PATR; 



The Rood aummcr weather calls 
the diUdrcn outdoors. All of them 
love water luid all of them will gel 
to It'nnd In It. If at all posilblc. The 
runabout will head for any stream 
or open body of n'atcr aa soon as he 

ea It. So will nil lha otlicrs. 

The ninabouta must be watched 
It therft la any largo pond or lake 
In slsht. Of course, somebody is on 
fluty by tlie seaahore. In any cnie, 
the children must Icam how to 
Bwlm, All of them. 

The little one who has never been 
In the water must be Introduced to 
it gradually. He Is not to be tossed 
Into It and told lo swim out. That 
sort of tlilnic has kept too maiiy 
children from enjoyintc water aporla. 
It Is better to let the child sit on 
:the sand close lo the water, then 
let him approach It gradually. Let 
him. Don't force him. If you want 
him to take to the water happily. 

Don't be in a hurry to tench little 
ones to swim. Let Uiem take their 
time about it. Any time between S 
years and 0. n child should be able 
to swim. If tie has been- well-man- 
aged. 

Once a child swims well, he. can 
be taught to handle n rowboat. Nol 
before. No child should be allowed lo 
handle-a-boat-unt1I-he-know9-how 
lo swim, fall out of a boat and icl 
back Into IL These feaLi mastered, 
he Is ready for lessons in rowing. 

After he shows ability In liaiidUng 
a boat, he can be promoted to'a eo' 



noe. This Is not an enay transition, 
and It aliould be "mndc under tho 
skilled instructor's eye. A canoe Is 
tricky vessel and likely to sur- 
prUe an Inexperienced boatman by 
tossing him overboard with neat- 
ness' aira"Tlnallty. This la when he 
Deeds his knowledge ot swlmmhiFt. 
'clImblnR back Into n boat without 
Upsettlnit It and himself. For this he 
needs a skilled, experienced teacher. 

An outsider can tench these skills 
to boys and RlrLs much raore effec- 
tively thnn parents ever can. Par- 
ents may' be skilled siwrtsmcn, but 
teaching la not a sport. It Is a pro- 
fession weishtcd by rcsiionslblllty 
and lightened by experience, so It 
Is best left to the icachcri. 

The teacher soon sizes up his pu- 
pil. He knows the tlmtd ones, the 
brash ones! the ones who hide tear 
and inexperience and so are more 
Ukety to get into trouble. Too, Ihe 
teacher Is not tiandlcapped by the 
emotional attitudes Of parents tb- 
ward the children. To him they are 
puplla who are to learn how to 
swim, handle a boat and a canoe, 
and he knows how to do Just whnt 
[s necessary to accomplish the task. 
Better leave it lo htm.
